AMENDMENT TO BY-LAWS: 


The Society's Publications Account is managed by the 
Business Manager in Brisbane.

NEW HONORARY MEMBER 
REPL LLLLLLELLLLGDLS 


I have great pleasure in announcing that Dr. E.N. Marks 
has been unanimously elected by Council an Honorary Member of the 
Australian Entomological Society in recognition of her outstanding 
service both to the Society and to Australian entomology. She thus 
joins Dr. I.M. Mackerras and Dr. J.W. Evans to become the third 
distinguished entomologist to be honoured in this way. I reproduce 
below the citation upon which her election was based: 


"Dx. Elizabeth N. ("Pat") Marks is a distinguished Australian 
entomologist who is not only a world authority on Australian-Papuan- 
Pacific mosquitoes, but who has also been prominent in entomological 
society activities for many years. A stalwart of the Entomological 
Society of Queensland, Secretary in 1947 and President in 1953, one of 
her greatest contributions to Australian entomology has undoubtedly 
been her part in the formation and establishment of the Australian 
Entomological Society. When, in 1962, the Entomological Society of 
Queensland was asked to gauge the feeling of Australian entomologists 
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regarding the formation of a national Society, Dr. Marks took a 
leading role in planning the questionnaire and collating the results. 
She also presented the findings at the inaugural meeting of the 
Society in Hobart in August 1965 when the decision was made to 

form the Society. 


“The early years of the Society were not easy and Dr. Marks 
almost single-handed held the Society together. Because of the wide 
geographical separation of major entomological centres in Australia 
it was wisely decided at the outset that the day-to-day administration 
of the Society should be in the hands of a small Executive, based at 
one centre, with the Vice-President automatically Chairman of the 
Executive. 


"Brisbane was selected as the centre for the Provisional 
Executive which was appointed in August 1965 with Dr. Marks as 
Vice-President. When the Society elected the first Definitive 
Executive in January 1967, Dr. Marks was again elected as Vice-President 
and Chairman - a position she held until the Third Annual General 
Meeting in August 1969, 


"Thus Dr. Marks held the dominant administrative position 
in the Society for the first four years of its existence - a period 
during which the Society grew from a fledgling tentative Society, 
its permanence doubted by many, to an established national society with 
a flourishing Journal, increasing membership and stature, and a 
solid, firm foundation. Much of this is due to the excellent leadership 
and sound administration that Pat Marks gave to the Society. 


"Dr. Marks continues to serve the Society as Convenor 
of its Conservation Committee, and as a member of its Editorial 
Board."

REPORT ON ORGANIZATION

21 August, the Registration Centre will be open from 9.00 a.m. to 7.30 p.m. 
to give early arrivals a chance to register before the rush on 
Tuesday.

Details of the scientific and social programmes are still 
being worked out but some dates have been fixed:

We are hoping to include symposia on the evolution of 
Hawaiian Drosophilidae and on the systems approach to insect pest 
control. 


There has been a very good response to the Section 
Programme. These remain as listed in the Second Circular. About

these and compiling their programmes. Several Sections will have 
to run concurrent sessions on some days in order to fit in all the 
acceptable contributions. 


We have had some attractive films offered for screening 
during the Congress and we shall be running a separate programme of 
these, probably during the afternoon. 


Throughout the Congress a Sales Stall and Information Centre 
will be manned by Society members. In addition a display of publications, 
special ties and scarves will be on sale to members of the Congress. 

A copy of the "Directory of Australian Entomology" will be placed in 
each member's satchel and we hope that reprints of a short paper 
reviewing the history of the Society will be available for those 
interested. The September number of the Journal will include the 
two Congress Plenary Addresses and an article reviewing the Congress. 
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During the Congress we shall be issuing a Daily Bulletin.

WESTERN AUSTRALIA 
Pests of Orchards and Potatoes 


The CSIRO Division of Entomology's work in the field of 
orchard and potato pest ecology is designed as a long-term study. 
The major insect pests in orchards in Western Australia are San 
José Scale (Quadraspidiotus pernictosus) and Light Brown Apple 
Moth (a species complex including Fptphyas liadelpha, F. pulla 
and F. postvittana). The population dynamics of these insects 
are being studied in a chain of orchards throughout the south-west 
of the state. Provisional results indicate that in the absence 
of broad-spectrum insecticides, populations of San José Scale 
are kept at a low level of abundance by a complex of parasites and 
predators. It is doubtful, however, if such control is acceptable 
to growers, bearing in mind the heavy penalties imposed on export 
fruit that is found to have even one or two scale-scarred apples. 
A similar situation exists with light brown apple moth, and recent 
events have indicated that populations of this insect can reach 
damaging levels extremely rapidly in favourable circumstances. 
There are similar stringent export restrictions on fruit damaged 
by light brown apple moth, and such restrictions would militate 
against rational procedures of pest management if such were possible. 


Research on insect pests of potatoes is aimed at elucidating 
the effectiveness of a granulosis virus of Potato Tuber Moth 
(Phthorimaea operculella) as a substitute for broad-spectrum insecticides.

The virus was originally sprayed on selected crops in the Warren 
district in 1970, and a single virus spray proved at least as effective 
as repeated doses of conventional insecticides in preventing tuber 
damage by the moths. The follow-up study now in progress is designed 
to study the continued effectiveness of a single release of the 
virus, to gain data on the epidemiology of the virus, and to examine 
in depth the life system of potato tuber moth. The programme 
involves checking all potato crops in the Warren district for 

virus outbreaks in potato tuber moth populations, monitoring moth 
activity using pheromone traps, and investigating the ecology of the 
potato tuber moth in the laboratory and the field. The programme is 
a joint one, being organised by a working party of representatives 
from CSIRO and the Department of Agriculture. At the time of 
writing, virus outbreaks appear to be closely related to the speed 
of build-up of moth populations, but the situation is complicated by 
the overlap in potato moth generations in the district, 


Fruit Fly Research 


The Mediterranean Fruit Fly (Ceratttis capttata) is the only 
fruit fly of economic importance in Western Australia. It occurs 
in the south-west of the state. Research associated with this 
pest is mainly on its control by way of foliage baits and cover 
sprays. The effect of community baiting schemes on populations of 
fruit flies is assessed, and trapping is carried out in selected 
parts of the infested area. 


The feasibility of an eradication programme is always being 
examined, but so far there is no sign that such a programme would be 
justified in the light of local experience and of results of 
eradication projects carried out elsewhere, 


Crop Protection Research in Rapeseed 


With more than 100,000 acres of rapeseed projected for 1972, 
entomological investigations in connection with the crop are being 
intensified. The research has the [sllowing objectives: 


(i) to determine the economic significance of some six species which, 
following the introduction of the crop, are recognised as having 
potential pest status in the regions concerned; 


(ii) to develop the most efficient and economical methods of control, 
with particular emphasis upon integrated control techniques and 
management programmes designed to minimise the use of persistent 
and wide-spectrum insecticides; 


(iii) to monitor pesticide residue levels from stubble, oils and 
by-products. 
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Forest Insect Research 


A survey of insects affecting indigenous Eucalyptus forests and 
exotic pine plantations in the south-west of the state is being carried 
out by the Department of Agriculture. 


Research on the biology and control of specific pests includes 
borers in living trees and defoliators. Of the former, pinhole borers 
of the family Lymexylidae (Atractocerus spp.) cause considerable 
degradation of the main timber-producing eucalypts - karri and jarrah, 
attacking them through wounds and through fire damage. Cerambycid 
and cossid borers are responsible for much damage to living karri and 
tuart. The latter eucalypt suffers widespread mortality due to 
rinabarking by the cerambycid Phoracantha tmpavida. 


The commonest pest of pines is the introduced American 
bark beetle, Ips grandicollis, which has spread to most plantation 
areas since its introduction in the 1950s. Many deaths have occurred 
in underthinned Pinus radtata plantations under drought stress, following 
attack by this beetle, which normally attacks felled, dead and 
dying trees. 


Major defoliation has so far been confined to certain 
areas affected by the Jarrah Leaf Miner, Perthtda glyphopa (family 
Incurvariidae). Growth rates are affected but deaths rarely ensue. 
insecticidal control using systemic and soil insecticides is under 
investigation. 


Wheat Storage Research 


Investigations on wheat storage have centred on nonchemical 
storage techniques. Aeration of bulk grain has been the chief interest, 
with feasibility studies in various wheat belt areas being carried out. 


Field populations of common grain storage pests are being 
tested for resistance to the range of pesticides used in the grain 


industry. These populations are collected from farms, bulk-handling 
authorities, provender stores and flour mills.

Visttors to Watte Agrtcultural Research Institute 
Dr. David Mertz, of the University of Illinois, spent about 


a month at the Institute working with Dr. Susan Niven, Biometry Section, 
on a mathematical model to describe changes in populations of Trtbolium. 
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Dr. Mertz is well known for studies in collaboration with Dr. Thomas Park 
on populations of Triboliun., 


Dr. Blair R. Bartlett, Citrus Experimental Station, University 
of California, Riverside, visited the Institute for a short period. 
His main interest in visiting Australia was to collect specimens of 
parasites and predators of mealy bugs which had been introduced into 
California from Australia; these specimens will be used to increase 
the gene pool of introduced parasites and predators now established 
in California.

Dr. Eric Matthews, South Australian Museum, spent two weeks 
(29 February - 14 March) on an insect collecting trip in the Birdsville 
Track-Coopers Creek-Warburton River Area, with two other people who 
were collecting fossils and reptiles respectively. Dr. Matthews 
made a general collection of insects, but was mainly interested in 
specimens of Tenebrionidae and Carabidae. Collecting was good following 
the mid-January rains in this area, and an estimated 6,000 insects 
were collected,

Nattonal Museum of Victoria 


The Museum advertised for an Assistant Curator of Insects 
recently; it is expected that the appointee will commence duty 
shortly. 


The Curator of Insects at the Museum, Mr. Arthur Neboiss, 
has been on two noteworthy collecting trips recently. During a 
week's field work in the Howqua River Valley near Mt. Buller, the 
general collecting included interesting records of caddis flies. A 
short trip to Lake Pedder yielded few =pecimens numerically, but there 
were some particularly significant species of caddis fly (including 
at least one new species) as well as other interesting insects and 
crustaceans, some of which appear to be undescribed. 


University of Melbourne - Department of Genetics 


Mr. Pier-Giorgio Fontana left on 7 April for Italy 
and the United Kingdom, en route to Montreal where he will work for 
his Ph.D. at McGill University on cytogenetics of North American 
grasshoppers, 
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Prof. M.J.D. White, together with Mr. G.C. Webb and 
Dr. Hugh Paterson of the University of Western Australia, made 
a six-week collecting trip to the arid zone of Western Australia 
in January - February. They collected extensive material of a 
morabine grasshopper related to the parthenogenetic species 
Moraba virgo. 


Dr. Halina Jaworska has arrived from the University 
of Lund, Sweden, as a University of Melbourne Research Fellow. 
She will be working on molecular cytogenetics of grasshopper 
oogenesis. 


La Trobe University - Zoology Department 


Dr. S.K. Wong of the New Zealand Department of Agriculture 
has joined Prof. I.W.B. Thornton and Dr. C.N. Smithers in an 
investigation of the relationships of Psocoptera of the Melanesian 
Arc. 


Dr. A.T. Marshall and Dr. A. Wright are investigating 
ultrastructural changes of hindgut cells of Ephydrella larvae in 
relation to changes in environmental salinity. 


Dr. W. Danthanarayana, with Ph.D. student Mr. S. Goodwin, 
has been awarded a Rural Development Fund grant of $8,992 for 
research on the population ecology of the Diamond Black Moth, 
Plutella macultpennis, in Victoria. 


Three new graduate students have embarked on entomological 
projects: Mrs. K. Lindsay is investigating carbohydrate metabolism 
in Homoptera and the function of the aphid cornicle; Mr. A. Yen, 
the ecology and population dynamics of Psyllidae associated with 
acacias in south-eastern Australia; Mr. A. Woshy, ultrastructural 
changes in the rectal cells of the cricket in relation to ion 
and water transport. - 


Honours projects in 1971 included a general quantitative 
survey of the Coleoptera of soil and litter in the University's 
Biology Reserve; quantification of insect destruction of living 
eucalypt foliage in the Biology Reserve; and water balance 
and the anatomy of the alimentary canal of the silverfish 
Leptsma sacchartina. 


In 1972, Honours projects includes: an investigation of 
the caterpillar fauna of Cape Weed, Aretotheca calendula; the 
ecology of diapause in the Harlequin Bug, Dindymus versicolor; 
the ecology of termitophilous staphylinid beetles. 
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Monash Untverstty - Zoology Department 


Dr. George Ettershank returned in January after a 
year's study leave spent mostly at New Mexico State University, 
working under the U.S.1.B.P. desert biome project on the ecology 
of desert harvester ants. His work included the relationship 
between ants and the various plant species in the four principal 
desert areas in the United States, field ecology studies and 
measurement of relevant physiological parameters. 


Prof. H.B. Hynes, Department of Biology, University 
of Waterloo, Ontario, Canada, arrived with his wife in June 1971 
for a sabbatical year to work on the ecology of Australian 
Plecoptera. 


Dr. Peter Zwick, of the Max Planck Institute for 
Limnology station at Schlitz in West Germany, arrived in March 
for a one year visit to study Australian Blepharoceridae, and 
Psephenidae and other aquatic beetle families. 


Mr. Peter Christy has commenced an Honours project on 
methods for estimating the populations of ant nests by the use 
of fluorescent tracers. 


Forests Comnisston of Victoria 


The Commission has located about 4,500 acres of 
severely to completely defoliated peppermint gum (Zucalyptus radiata) 
forest, all in the head waters of the Wentworth River near 
Mt. Baldhead in Gippsland. All defoliation was due to Didymria 
violescens (Phasmatidae), but it is interesting to record that 
Alpine Ash (Eucalyptus delegatensis) trees in the area were not 
affected. 


The Commission is also currently studying the flora and 
fauna associated with its Pinus radtata plantations in north- 
eastern Victoria, to ensure continuing .mprovement in forest 
management policies. As part of the study an intensive insect survey 
has been initiated in exotic plantations in the 5-10, 15-20 and 
over 40 year age classes, and also in adjoining forests of 
indigenous mixed eucalypts. The Curator of Insects at the National 
Museum of Victoria, Mr. Arthur Neboiss, is cooperating with this 
study, and is sampling nocturnal populations on a site at present 
stocked with native forest but intended for conversion to softwood 
plantation later.

Vietortan Department of Agriculture - Plant Research Institute 


Work has commenced on the building of a new insectary 
at the Institute in Burnley, and it is expected that it will be 
completed by late August. The new insectary will provide greatly 
expanded facilities for entomological work. 


A number of the Department's entomologists were involved 
in the locust campaign in New South Wales and north-western Victoria, 
from October to December 1971 and again during March and April 1972, 
in the Mallee and Broken Hill areas. 


Mr. Tom Hogan, Principal Entomologist, will be on long service 
leave from June to August. He will be visiting several European 
research centres and entomological laboratories during this time, 
before returning to Australia in time for the Congress. 


Dr. Terry Amos has been appointed to work on the storage 
pests of wheat and dried vine products. He was formerly with the 
Tropical Products Institute and seconded to the Department of 
Biological Sciences, University of Dundee, to study behaviour and 
ecology of storage pests. 


Dr. Graeme Jameson has been appointed as a biochemist. 
He will specialize in insect biochemistry, and is currently working 
on insecticidal resistance of insects in stored products. He was 
previously engaged in post-doctoral research in the Biochemistry 
Department of Queen's University, Belfast, on the isolation and 
reaction kinetics of proteolytic enzymes. 


Mr. Ross Field, a recent graduate of Melbourne University 
in Agricultural Science, has been appointed to work on pests of 
fruit trees, in particular on the biology of oriental fruit moth. 
His work will be directed towards the integrated control of peach 
pests.

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TASMANTA 
Meeting of members 


There has only been one meeting since the last report, 
mainly because most members have been busy with their summer 
programmes. The meeting was held on 20 January, when Dr. D.F. Waterhouse, 
who was in Hobart for a Sirex Research Sub-Committee meeting, gave 
a very interesting talk on some of the current work of CSIRO Division 
of Entomology, with particular emphasis on the dung beetle and 
skeleton weed projects. 


Vtsttors 


Dr. Blair Bartlett from Riverside, California, visited 
Tasmania briefly in February. He was collecting for several 
biological control projects in the U.S.A. 


Dr. Phil Carne spent a week here in late February, by 
invitation of Associated Forest Holdings, to look at entomological 
problems in eucalypt regeneration plantations near Burnie, and 
to advise on a possible research programme. 


An outbreak of lerp insects 


Outbreaks of psyllids (mainly Cardiasptina spp.) occur 
frequently in various parts of Australia, and they will be familiar 
to most entomologists as a result of recent publications by 
L.R. Clark, T.C.R. White and K.M. Moore. There do not seem to be 
any previous reports of similar outbreaks in Tasmania, and I have 
collected very few lerp-forming species here. 


At the end of January Professor George Wade reported an 
outbreak of a lerp insect on Eucalyptus aggregata at Penstock 
Lagoon in central Tasmania. Since then I have found what appears 
to be the same species on F£-. vimtnalts, near Poatina to the north 
and near Waddamana to the south of Penctock Lagoon, and near 
Osterley, a few miles further south. 


This species builds a lerp which is very similar to that 
of Cardiaspina squamula Taylor, which was described from an 
unidentified Eucalyptus sp. at Turramurra, N.S.W. Although I 
have not yet had an opportunity to compare adults of the Tasmanian 
species with the types of other species, I think it is likely to 
be new. | 


Associated with C.(?/squamla in this outbreak, but at 
much lower density, there were at least three other lerps. One 
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looks very like C. spinifera (Frogq.) (no adults available), one is 

a Creite sp. and a third is similar to a lerp previously collected near 
Canberra - no adults have ever been collected. The Creiis sp. was 
found near Arthur's Lakes at a higher density than C. (?)squamula. 


At most of the sites where the lerps have been found, and 
on the same trees, there have been extremely high populations of 
jassids. The nymphs produce copious quantities of honey-dew, and in 
late February and early March the litter was liberally coated with 
it. It was interesting to note that ants were not seen on the trees - 
presumably because there were ample supplies of honey-dew on the 
ground. The main species involved is a eurymelid (? Furymela sp.), 
but large numbers of Tartessus sp. were also present.

New tnsect problems 


Sitona weevil (Sttona humeralis Steph.) was found for the 
first time in Tasmania in a lucerne crop at Carrick (near Launceston) 
in January 1972. A subsequent survey revealed that the weevil was 
already widespread, although, except for moderate infestations in 
lucerne crops in the vicinity of Carrick, they were in low numbers 
and causing neqligible damage. The pest appears to be restricted 
to lucerne in Tasmania at this stage, apart from light infestations 
in areas of white clover and red clover bordering the more heavily 
infested lucerne areas. 


Argentine ant, Irtdomyrmex humilis (Mayr), was reported 
from Launceston city and airport in February 1972. Further infestations 
have since been found at Burnie and Hobart and a vigorous eradication 
campaign is under way. Infestations were found in Tasmania in 1951 
and 1956 and were successfully eradicated.

AUSTRALIAN CAPITAL TERRITORY 
New laboratory 


A new Stored Grain Research Laboratory has just been 
completed in Canberra. It is part of the Division of Entomoloqy 
of CSIRO and is a two-storey building linked at both floors to 
the Division's existing main building. The new laboratory provides 
accommodation for a staff of ten research scientists and twenty 
supporting staff. Finance for the building was generously provided by 
the Australian Wheat Board, which is also meeting one half of the 
annual running costs during the term of the agreement between the 
Board and CSIRO. 
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The planning of the work of the Laboratory will be assisted 
by the "Stored Grain Research Liaison Committee", comprising representatives 
of the Australian Wheat Board, the State Bulk Handling Authorities, the 
Commonwealth Department of Primary Industry, and CSIRO, and this 
Committee will meet at least once a year. The broad outline of the 
research programme was settled at the time of the signing of the 
agreement between the Board and CSIRO. It covers investigations into 
many aspects of biological deterioration of stored grain, including 
work on contact pesticides, fumigants, physical control methods, 
insect behaviour, physiology and biochemistry. Much of the present 
work on contact pesticides concerns studies of problems arising from 
the emergence of insect resistance to such chemicals. Studies of 
the biology of grain pests, their distribution and ecology, their 
genetics and the effects of biological control agents are covered 
in the programme. If problems within the industry warrant it, some 
investigations into mites and moulds will be carried out. 


The research staff at present making up the group are 
Mr. S.W- Bailey (Research Leader), Dr. B.R. Champ (Pesticide Resistance 
Studies), Dr. P.M. Barrer (insect Behaviour) and Dr. H.J. Banks 
(Chemical Control Studies). Positions for another chemist, an 
ecologist, a bioloqist and an engineer are currently being filled.

Dr. Elizabeth A. McMahan, of the Department of Zoology, 
University of North Carolina, arrived in Canberra early in May. She 
will work for about 8 months with the Termite Section of the CSIRO 
Division of Entomology, investigating the way worker castes of termites 
change their behaviour patterns as they age. 


NEW SOUTH WALES 
University of Sydney - School of Btologteal Sctences 


Dr. D.T. Anderson, a foundation member of the Australian 
Entomological Society, has been appointed to a Professorship in 
Biology. Professor Anderson graduated B.Sc. with first class honours 
in Zoology from Kings College, London, in 1953, was awarded his Ph.D. 
in 1956 and D.Sc. in 1967. He joined the staff of the University of 
Sydney in 1958 as a Lecturer in Zoology, became a Senior Lecturer in 
1962 and Reader in Biology in 1968. He is a leading authority on 
invertebrate embryology and phylogeny, and has published about 30 
papers in this field. Recently he has completed a book on the 
embryology and phylogeny of the annelids and arthropods, which is 
to be published shortly by Pergamon Press. He has also contributed 
two chapters on insect embryology to a book entitled "Developmental 
System - Insects", edited by C.H. Waddington and S.J. Counce, to be 
published by Academic Press later this year. 
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In his new position Professor Anderson intends to promote 
developmental biology in the School. His own research will be 
mainly concerned with viviparity in invertebrates, including insects. 


Dr. Wendy Milne, who recently graduated Ph.D. from 
Imperial College, University of London, is visiting Australia at 
present and has spent some time with the population ecology group 
at Sydney. Dr. Milne worked on the ecology of aphids for her 
degree, and at the same time was Research Assistant to Professor 
T.R.E. Southwood. She will remain in Australia until after the 
International Congress, and then will take up a Lectureship in 
Entomology at the University of Natal in South Africa. 


Dr. George Manikas of the F.A.0.-U.N.D.P. Fruit 
Fly Project in Greece, has joined the fruit fly group as a Research 
Fellow. He will remain in Australia for l year. The main purpose 
of his visit is to gain experience in field ecological studies. 


Theses of entomological interest have recently been 
presented by two Ph.D. students at the School. The first, by 
Stephen McKechnie, was entitled "Differences in Specific Proteins 
within Populations of the Dacus tryoni - neohwneralits complex" 
and the second, by Peter Tychsen, was entitled "Mating behaviour 
and the control of sexual responsiveness in the Oueensland fruit 
fly, Dacue tryont (Frogg.)". Both McKechnie and Tychsen have 
now been awarded Postdoctoral Fellowships in North America. McKechnie 
has gone to Stanford University, where he will work with Prof. 
Paul Ehrlich on the biochemical differentiation of populations of 
the butterfly Fuphydras, while Tychsen will go to the University 
of Western Ontario to work with Prof. Michael Locke on insect 
behaviour.

University of Sydney - Agricultural Entomology 


Mr. A.D. Clift has completed his Ph.D. thesis on 
"The nutritional and endocrine control of reproduction of the 
Australian sheep blowfly Luctlta cuprina (Wied.)." Mr. Clift 
has now joined the staff of the Entomology section at the 
Biological and Chemical Research Institute, Rydalmere. 


Mr. L.A. Miller has joined the Agricultural Entomology 
section as a research assistant, and is working on the pest problems 
of soya beans. This is a cooperative programme with the Agronomy 
Department and the Plant Pathology section to investigate the problems 
of soya bean culture in the state. 


There were seven honours graduates in entomology from the 
Faculty of Agriculture last year. All these students have now 
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obtained positions or have proceeded to postgraduate work. The 
Woodhill Memorial prize was awarded to Mr. Neil Forester who 
obtained 2nd Class Honours Division I.

Vistt of N.B. Tindale to Armidale in the middle of March 


Dr. N.B. Tindale stopped off in Armidale and district 
during the course of a year's anthropological field work sponsored 
by the Wenner-Gren Foundation. Norman Tindale (Tinny) will be 
remembered by many lepidopterists for his interest and knowledge 
of the group whilst he was professionally Curator of Anthropology 
at the South Australian Museum. 


His immediate interest in Lepidoptera is the distribution 
of Oreixentca spp. (Family Satyridae) in eastern Australia, 
particularly the high country forms. However, any satyrid species 
was eagerly sought. While in Armidale he spent a day working on 
the collection in the Department of Zoology at the University of 
New England, half a day collecting with Mr. C.W. Frazier (Toss) 
along the stream west of The Pinch, on the New England Highway 
about 12 miles north of Armidale, and an afternoon working on 
Toss Frazier's private collection. Old friends of Tinny will be 
interested to know that his former vigour in the field has not 
diminished with his retirement.

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Extenston of range of a rare butterfly 


Mr. Angus F. Hutton, of the Government Experimental Tea 
Plantation at Garaina, New Guinea, recently wrote to say that 
he had taken a specimen of Deltas hallstromi Sanford and Bennett, 
1955, at 9,600 ft near Mount Chapman in the Owen Stanley Range. 
Dr. I.F.B. Common advises that the species was described from 33 
specimens (all male) collected in the Mount Hagen and Mount Wilhelm 
areas and now in the British Museum and the American Museum of 
Natural History, and that the Australian National Insect Collection 
contains 27 males collected from the same two areas, at 8,700 ft 
and 9,200 ft respectively. Mr. Hutton's record thus extends the 
range of this species to the south-east by at least 250 miles. 


Mr. Hutton wrote: "Please excuse my typing but I have 
a fractured right wrist, sustained by falling down a muddy mountain 
trail during the recent General Election, when I was Presiding 
Officer for the wilder part of this electorate. A hundred and 
fifty miles in 14 days on foot, from 2,300 ft to 9,600 ft, up 
and down for good measure anything up to 3000-4000 ft a day." 
The butterfly was caught on this trip, and Mr. Hutton regards it 
as an ample reward for the injury and the discomforts. The 
perils and the joys of being an entomologist...!

A BRIEF RERORT Og SEUDY LEAVE, FEBRUARY 1971 TO J AMARY 1972

The University of Adelaide granted me one year's leave 
to study the taxonomy and morphology of the Coccoidea (scale-insects). 
My main task was to prepare a catalogue of the literature relating 
to the Australian Coccoidea. In addition I wanted to study the 
taxonomy of particular species of Pseudococcidae, and to meet as 
many coccidologists as possible. 


My official business began in South Africa, at the 
University of Stellenbosch. Here I conferred with Dr. J.-H. 
Giliomee and Dr. J.G. Theron, of the Department of Entomology. 
Giliomee has worked extensively on the morphology and taxonomy of 
the adult males of the Pseudococcidae, a stage that has been 
neglected until recently. I visited the Plant Protection Research 
Institute in Pretoria, where G. de Lotto has been working on the 
taxonomy of the mealybugs of Africa south of the Sahara, and more 
recently on the soft scales (Coccidae). He is the only worker that 
I know of in the southern hemisphere who is studying this family. 


Nine months of my leave was spent in London at the 
Natural History Museum in South Kensington. Here I worked on the 
preparation of my catalogue, using a card index to the species of 
the Coccoidea of the world, comprising about 220,000 record cards. 
This index is apparently complete up to 1963. I also worked on 
the taxonomy of some of the Australian mealybugs. 


In December I went to Washington, D.C. for three weeks 
to work on the U.S. National Museum Collection of scale insects, 
which is located in the U.S. Department of Agriculture. It includes 
what remains of the Fuller Collection of Australian scale insects, 
most of which are in poor condition. Especially useful was a group 
of card cataloques in which are recorded all the species of scale 
insects that can be traced in the world literature up to 1963 under 
four headings: (1) specific names (a photo-copy of which is now in 


the B.M.); (2) generic names; (3) host-plants; and (4) geographic 


regions.

The remainder of my leave was spent in visiting the following:- 
Prof. M. KoszZtarab, Virginia Polytechnic Institute, Blacksburg 
(morphology and taxonomy of all stages in mealybugs); Dr. Raul MacGregor, 
Institute of Biology, University of Mexico (Pseudococcidae of Mexico), 
Dr. J.M. Hoy and Miss J. de Boer, Division of Entomology, D.S.I.R., 
Nelson, New Zealand (Pseudococcidae of New Zealand). 


My journey was rounded off with short inspections of the 
collections of Coccoidea in the Department of Agriculture of New 
South Wales at Rydalmere, and in the CSIRO in Canberra. 

I hope to have my catalogue ready for publication in about 
two years. 


REPORT ON OVERSEAS VISIT 


Mr. Angus F. Hutton, F.Z.S., who is the PNG correspondent 
for the Fauna Preservation Society of London, recently completed 
a world tour which included visits to collectors of Lepidoptera 
in Japan, a trip through the Soviet Union with three days in Moscow, 
and a week in Germany and England. During this time he lectured 
to the Fauna Preservation Society in the meeting rooms at London Zoo, 
on conservation problems in New Guinea, illustrating the talk with 
his own slides. Emphasis was placed on the protection of Ornithoptera 
species, and Birds of Paradise. A visit was made to the British 
Museum to study certain species of Orntthoptera, particularly 
O. goliath which has a new form in the Garaina area of the Waria 
Valley in New Guinea, specimens of which have been deposited in the 
Department of Agriculture collection in Konedobu. 


After completing his world tour via the U.S.A., Canada, 
Mexico, Hawaii, Fiji and the Solomon Islands, he returned to 
New Guinea with the impression that the lepidopterous fauna of 
much of Europe and North America has been seriously depleted by the 
use of insecticides. Discussions with museum officials and collectors 
in the various countries confirmed this view. He comments: "It is 
indeed gratifying to see that Australia and New Guinea have taken 
steps to preserve what may well be the last example of an extensive 
fauna of Lepidoptera in a rapidly developing nation, before it is 
too late."

BOOK REVIEWS 
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"Common Insects in New Zealand" by David 
Miller, A.H. and A.W. Reed, Wellington, N.Z. 
178 pp., Price: $NZ6.50. 


There are now numerous picture books of insects on the 
market, some good, others not so good. This book differs from the 
usual run of insect books in that it contains more material of an 
educational nature rather than being just a book of pretty insect 
pictures. The contents are directed towards the amateur field 
naturalist and are grouped under broad headings such as Plant 
Galls, Aquatic Insects, Timber borers, Butterflies etc. While 
this sort of arrangement gives a reader no idea as to the relationships 
or indeed the names of the various orders of insects, it is useful 
for a person who finds an insect in a particular situation and wants 
to know something about it. 


The text is written in a clear and interesting style, and 
a tremendous amount of information is contained in each section. The 
line diagrams and black and white photographs are excellent, and the 
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photographs are reproduced particularly well. The colour plates in 
the centre of the book have good colour reproduction and enhance the 
book considerably. 


While I could not recommend this book to a serious student 
of entomology, I feel it is a handy book for people who are curious 
in a non-specific way about the insect world around them.

This volume contains a strikingly mixed selection of papers, 
covering the morphology, taxonomy, zoogeography, ethology, biological 
control, ecology and physiology of insects, in both general and 
specific aspects. Of the 28 papers, 25 are in English, 1 in French, 

1 in Italian and 1 in Russian; some but not all relate to the Pacific 
area. Twelve of the papers concern Hymenoptera in one aspect or 

other. The whole volume is very handsomely printed and bound in 

Japan. I noticed a few unimportant printing errors, which are probably 
inevitable in a book produced in what is to the printers a foreign 
language.
